A BY-LAW OF THE TOWN OF 
REDCLIFF to incur and create a debt 
by the issue of debentures whereby 
to raise the sum of twenty thousand 
dollars ($20,000.00) to pay the cost of 
extending its waterworks system and 
the improvement of the same, and for 
the construction of a water standpipe. 

WHEREAS in pursuance of By-law 
Number of the Town of Red- 
cliff, the Town is about to purchase 
and acquire the water works system 
heretofore owned and operated by 
Redcliff Realty Company, Limited, 
and /Redcliff Brick and Coal Company, 
Limited, in the said Town. 

And WHEREAS it is deemed ex- 
pedient and necessary to make exten- 
sions and improvements in connection 
with the said water works system as 
soon as the same shall have been ac- 
quired, and also to erect and con- 
struct a water standpipe for use in 
connection with the said system. 

AND WHERBAS it is estimated 
that the said extensions and improve- 
ments and the construction of the 
said water standpipe will cost twenty 
thousand dollars ($20,000.00.) 

AND. WHERBAS it is deemed ex-

A Saskatchewan Man Who Ferme 
Wisely—Iintensive Agricul- 
ture is Coming 


Canada pays is the text of an article 
in a recent number of “The Domin- 
ion.“ In proof thereof the writer gives 
the following instance among others: 

“There’s Ertman Tonn who bought 
a section of prairie land up in Central 
Saskatchewan, near my place, a while 
ago. At the same time he also took 
a homestead. Now he’s in both kinds 
of farming. Last year’s crop which 
he sold in October, brought him §4,- 
700.00—his wheat and oats off 80 
acres. But he also raised stock, includ. 
ing horses, hogs and cattle that were 
worth at least $8,000.00. That man 
would not take $30,000.00 for his 800 
acres." 

Speaking of intensive farming in 
England he said: 

“I think that in a great many ways 
they do things better in the Old Coun- 
try, where the population is heavier 
and where the average farmer has to 
be content to get along with less land. 
They farm more intensively over 
there. In fact, they tell me that many 
farmers over there produce as much 
in dollars and cents from ten acres 
an some of our farmers can get here 
out of a whole quarter section. I won- 
der if the average farmer realizes that 
some of the richest farms in Western 
Canada—the farms that produce the 
striking results in dollars and cents 
are striking examples of the most pro- 
ductive soil in the Dominion being 
used most unscientifically. Science 
will get its turn, however, as this land 
becomes more valuable. Instead of 
the comparatively small number of 
large farms which we have at present 
We are going to have a multitude of 
little ones.”

Value of Farms and Farm, Lands tn 
the United States Has Grown 
Tremendously 

It’ is abundantly evident that the 
policy of protecting the Home Market 
has contributed materially to the all- 
round development, of agriculture in 
the United States. A comparison of 
the relative conditions of the agri- 
culturists in Great Britain and United 
States furnishes convincing proof of 
this statement.

In England on the other hand the 
value of farm lands has steadily de- 
creased. The following extract from 
the Fair Trade Journal, Vol. 6, page 
690, shows the loss sustained by the 
English nation in respect to land 
values. “According to statistics pub- 
lished by Mr. Giffen, the capital value 
of the land in the United Kingdom 
is 88.458. 000,000. This appears to be 
only its agricultural value, production 
other than from the surface {ncreas- 
ing the capital value considerably. In 
1882 lands were valued at $9,400,000,- 
000 so this shows a decrease of $9465,- 
000,000 occasioned by the ruinous 
competition with foreign countries In

Timely Hints on Care of Baby. 
What mothér doea not long to give 
her baby all the advantages possible 


for normal development? Yet there 
are many, having had no special train 
ing for motherhood, who neglect meth- 
ods best adapted for a child's welfare. 

Take the question of pure air for 
babies. Many a mother thoughtlessly 
allows her baby to stay in a heated 
room iy which there are several oc 
cupants, With so many people breath- 
ing this same atmosphere it soon has 
ite oxygen exhausted, and it is not am 
uncommon thing to see the baby yawn 
and become fretful. Those who un- 
derstand this cause elther immediate- 
ly change the air in the same room 
or take the little one Into another room 
that has been specially aired, that he 
may regalu his composure, For this 


en me reason it is Imperative for grown- 


ups to avold keeping the baby u rbome 
where. househo!d duties are being per- 
formed, as the odors from cooking, the 
dust ftom sweeping and the steam 
from washing all rob the air of the 
freshness so beneficlal fo the health 
of an infant, Busy mothers especially 
should see the advantage of training 
a baby to stay in one place, and that 
place shonld be made clean and well 
ventilated. Frequent trips to this 
room can be made between tasks, te 
change positions aud to look after bis 
comfort. 

Nyen in cold weather Indoor altings 
of fifteen minute periods should be 
given to babies. They should be com- 
menced when the little one is a month 
old, and an excellent way to keep him 
warm is to put bim {nto his coat, 
leggings and bonnet and then tuck 
him into bis crib or carriage beneath 
some warm, light welght covering and 
place him face forward toward tht 
widely opened windows. Care should 
be taken to see thut all doors in this 
room are kept Closed to prevent 
drafts. 

It is not universally recognized that 
the constant supply of pure air for the 
tiny lungs of the baby is fully as im- 
portant as his food, Fresh, pure alr ix 
required to renew and purify his blood, 
and the beneficial effects produced by 
it are good temper, red cheeks and an 
Improved appetite. 

Just when it is safe to begin taking 
a baby out of doors in winter Is @ 
question often asked by. the young 
mother, It is wiser to walt until he 
Is three Months old and tuen only on. 
pleasant days, He should be tucked 
snugly into bis carriage and kept in 
the sunshine, out of the wind, with 
the precaution always of ‘shading bis 
eyes from the sunlight. Days when 
it Is very cold or when the winds. are 
heavy should be avolded, and a nap 
in an open alr sleeping room substi- 
tuted. When babies are out of doors 
they should be constantly watched to 
see that they are-not suffering from 
old, as it is important that a baby’s 
bodily heat should be maintained. It 
is well for mothers to remember that 
many of the diseases of infant life are’ 
directly attributable to overheated and 
vitlated air, so that riding in electric 
or steam cars in winter or the carry- 
ing of children Into department stores 
is done with attendant risks.

FRENCH MAVOR IG ARRESTED 


Headed Antiwar Procession th Which 
Revolutionary Bongs Were Sung 


M. Masson, of Paris, who was re- 
cently elected revolutionary Socialist 
mayor of Brest, was arrested for riot- 
ous conduct. 

There had been an antiwar meeting 
at Brest, and at its conclusion a pro- 
cession was formed and revolfitionary 
songs were sung. The local police 
rushed up to disperse the procession, 
but when they saw it was headed by 
the mayor they saluted him and al- 
lowed the procession to proceed. 

Outside the prefecture the manifest- 
ants hooted and shouted: Down, with 
war! Down with the army!, These 
cries were repeated outside the prin- 
cipal cafes. The police commission: 
er connected with the ministry of the 
interior. ultimately isterfered, and 
drew up summonses against the may- 
or and several munteipal councillors 
for disorderly conduct, and for breach 
ofthe mayor's own ordinances forbid- 
ding riotous: assemblies. 
The incident coincides With an ex- 
amination of candidates fot the local 
police force, It is stated that can-

EDUCATION IN ENGLAND 
Bitter Complaint Against the Govern- 
ment. Made by National Asso- 

clation 


In London, ‘some strong criticisms 
of th vernment for the way in 
which ſt is allowing popular education 
to lag in this country were passed yes- 
terday at a meeting of the National 
Education’ Association at the West- 
3 5 Palace Hotel. 

Iderman Deny, of Sheffield, declar- 
ed that education was going backward 
and was losing the force which made 
the British educational system great, 
although not complete. 

I speak as a life-long Radical, he 
said, but I think if the other party had 
been in power we would have got a 
great deal more squeezing power on 
them and we would have had the op- 
portunity of getting more money. 

Doctor Clifford said he everywhere 
heard complaints of buildifigs being 
inadequate and badly arranged, and 
education was svffering in conse 
quence: We have a 2 prom- 
ises from the premief, he added, to 
deal with the matter in the next ses- 
sion.
